A gentleman bfi^-widei informatioii in 
regard to Great Britain and her colonies, 
an extensive traveler, a keen student of 
men and alTairs, and a parliamentarian 
grown old in political harness is Mr. 
.Stavely Hill, for the past tweiity one 
years the representative of South Staf- 
fordshire in the Imperial House of Com- 
mons, and who is at present a guest at 
the Driard. 

Although for the List seven or eight 
years Mr. Hill has spent much of his 
time in Canada, this is his first visit to 
the coast. He comes, as he re- 
marked to a Colonist reporter last 
evening, to complete bis westward ex- 
perience, see tho country and obUiin in- 
formation in regard to questions of 
national interest, notably tho Behring's 
Sea (luestion. 

While the member for South Stafl'onl- 
shire has never before lioiiorcd Victorii 
witli a visit, he is far from unknown 
here.

They hud 
atu.-ted out to inspect a large area of 
country, and expecting to meet with 
big game the men had taken with them 
only sufficient "grub" for a couple of 
days. No provision had been inaile for 
mountain storms, one of whicli envel- 
oped the party in its c<ild, white inantlo 
in the night, coniuletcly blocking fur- 
ther progress and liolding them prison- 
ers for four days. For two days the 
trnvolers lived on chicken, unrelieved 
by any side dishes ; for two more llioy 
had nothing to oat. Thou fortunately 
the storm abated, ami they wore able 
U> return to civilization fully conviueed 
of the fact that they bud had a "cIoho 
cull."

THE NEW RIFLE.LEAGUE. 

Tbo Propo'iea Gondlttoni Under Which 
the League is to be Formed. 

The following are the proposed con- 
ditions for the Canadian Military Rifle 
league, which has for its object tho en- 
couraging of good shooting. The idea 
has originated in the fertile brain of 
Private W. R. Pringle, of the Victoria 
Rifles, ^Montreal, tTie gentleman who 
got up the recent big telegraphic shoot- 
ing mutch. It can only be hoped that 
l inemen throughout the Dominion will 
take the matter up, us it is certainly 
calculated to add to the number of first- 
class shots Canada now possesses. 

1'he object of this league to be to en- 
coui'uge rifle practice and to induce the 
old shots to teach the young, and also 
to make it an object to attend practice. 

Teaifis — The teams to he limited to 
regimental teame; For" the season of 
1800 the teams to be composed 'of ten 
men each, but for the season of 1801 to 
be twenty men, and for 1892 twenty- 
five to fifty men, und so on until whole 
regiments are on the team. Each regi- 
ment may enter niiy number of teams, 
and it will not he necessary to have the 
.same men on the team each match. 

Knlraiicfc fee— The entrance fee will 
be .S 10 per team, lo be devoted to p,ay- 
ing incidental expenses and lo purchase 
a trophy and other prizes. The said 
entrance fee to be forwarded lo the hon. 
sec. of the Montreal Rille Association, 
who will hold them in trust until a 
league secretary and treasurer are ap- 
pointed, and until the council and exe- 
cutive of the league arc elected. Ou re- 
ceipt of saiil fees the hou. secretary of 
the .M. R. A. shall acknowledge the re- 
ceipt in the Canadian Militia Gazette, 
as well us by post. 

Ranges, j)osition and number of shots 
—The ranges and position will be 200 
yards(slaiiiling or kneeling), and 500 and 
()(K) yards (any position with head to tar- 
get) seven shots at each. No pool tar- 
j;ets or sighting shots allowed. 

Dales — The matches to be fired on 
.Saturday afternoons throughout tho seu- 
.son, the dates of wdiich will he fixed bj- 
the executive council, and the results to 
be exchanged bj' telegraph and the team 
winuiiig the greatest nuiii'ier of matches 
to be winners of trophy and llie oilier 
l.n izes to go to the next lii"lieHl teams. 

Telegraph eliaigea _'IMie telegraph 
charges will be ivilueed to a minimum, 
and it is estimated that the rate will 
not be more than 50 cents per team per 
match, as it is intended to use a cypher. 

The council— The council to be com- 
posed of the captains of each team. 

The executive — The executive will be 
elected by the council, and will be com- 
posed of a certain number of said coun- 
cil, the said number to be decided later. 

President — The president will be 
elected annually. ' • 

Rifle— The Snider. 

Range officers — Range officers will be 
ajipointeil by each teiiiu, whose duty it 
will be to watch the .scoring and mark- 
ing, and lo be able to vouch for every- 
thing being correct. 

The league — It will be necessary to 
have this league formed and ready for 
work by Ut April, 1800, in order to 
give i)leuty of time to moke the final ur- 
laiigements. 

Alteration of eoiulilions -The forego- 
ing conditions are not to be considered 
as liiial, and may be altered by the ex- 
ecutive of league when formed.

COMPTOIR ilKN IN JAIL. 

Life Irapriionmont for Men Only TeobnI- 
cally Uullty> 

Paris, Oct. 17. — Attacbmnnts were 
issued yesterday against tho property of 
nine of tho directors of the bankrupt 
Comptoir d'Eacompte, which was ruined 
by the failure of the copper corner. Six 
of the rospousiblo directors of the insti- 
tution are uow imprisoned, having been 
convicted of violating thu bunking law 
in advancing the funds of the bunk as 
loans upon copper certificates. The di- 
rectors and accountants were sentenced 
to pay the liquidators of the bunk for 
tho benefit of its creditors the 
sum of i{3,800,000, und to stand 
committed until the amount was paid. 
This moans a life sentoncu to most of 
those convicted, as they were them- 
selves ruined by the calamity thoir ille- 
gal action brought upon the bank. Sev< 
erul of the directors who arc involved, 
in tho sentence took no active part iu 
the maiiaRemeut of the institution, iknd ' 
though technically guilty with the rest, 
really know nothing of the recklessness 
with which the money of the institution 
was staked upon a gambling venture. 
Efforts are being made to secure relief 
for these men h'om the terms of the 
ucntonco, and they will in all proiMbility 
bo successful.

A LANti^ RIlFORMEk ■ 

'I'lii! nalioiiali/.atimi of lanil i.s a sub 
ject wliiclv is oucupying l''" attention of 
many thinking men in tliesodayjlj It i* 
believed liy many tliiit [irivate property 
in land contravenes natural rlylit, and 
that it would be bust botli fur the indi 
vidnal anil for the nal inn if land became 
tlie ijrduuity of tin- Stale. liow 
bring thia cliaiiyu about is what puzzles 
tliia cliL-js of theorists. . Soinpi of ; them 
liaviaj; rogarcl for tlioi. rights of tlieir 
fcUow-eitizcns and believing that the 
eightli uomniandtnent is still in force, 
wish to tran.sfer tlie laiul to the State 
without doing any o.->scntial iiijuatice to 
its present owners iiinl tlajae who have 
liens upon it for inoinjy ailvanced to the 
propriclors. Henry Lieorgo, as our 
readers have seen, would cub the Gor- 
diau knot at a single blou'. Ko would 
littTC no eonsiileratioii for those who are 
so unfortunutti as to have expended their 
money iu the purelia.se of hind. To 
those tvlio bad invested their earnings 
in building houses, purchasing ships, 
iu buying stocks of one kind,. and ^an- 
other, lie would give atitple protection, 
but the man who hud inherited or 
bought laud he treats as one who had 
C'onnnitled an unpardonable oll'ence 
against wjciety. He piiiii.shes him liy 
confiscation. He takes from him the 
rent of the land'Mid refuses to give him 
one single cent by 'way 'of eonipensation. 

But all land socialists or single tax re- 
formers lire not like lleiiiy ( ieorge. 
They do not believe that property, 
when it i.s in land, is i-Dlibci-y, and they 
do not try to convince the public that 
stealing u man's Inud is not theft.'' Mr. 
F. J. Soper is one of tliesel Ho tells 
the world in the October number of the 
Westminster Review "How to nation- 
alize the land." His theory dill'ers in 
many respects from that of Henry 
Uoorge. He would have the nation 
take complete possession of all the 
land. He would not leave a single acre 
of it under jjrivate control. According 
to him the land in agricultural districts 
includes the IniiUlings, fences and all 
improveiiiesita. 'I'lie .state must take 
possession of the whole farm, in othur 
cases he says it is not proposed that the 
nation should acquire or hold buildings, 
whether residenliiil, nianufiicturing or 
mercantile. Jn cities the nation must 
content itself with the ownership of the 
land uloiie. 'I'lie ceremony of taking 
posacBsion would be very simple. The 
goveniineut would issue a proclamation 
that after a certain day all ground 
rents and rent.s for cultivated land must 
be paid to it. It M ould settle with the 
owners and claimants aftcrward.s. 'I'hia 
settlement might be rather dilhcnlt 
iu some cases, but one .Socialistic 
pliilosoplier thinks nothing of a little 
difliculty. When the Ooveninneut had 
settled, to its .sati.sfactioii, who previous 
to its appropriating it, had a .fight to 
the laiiil, it would |)roceed with the 
woi-k of coiiipeii.Matiug tin; late owiu^rs. 
It would n;serve to itself 'JO per cent, of 
the gross rental of the land for -"cost of 
management, losses and other- contin- 
gencies." Then it would divide the re- 
maining SO per cent, among the former 
owners in the shape of annuities. To 
use lii.s own words; "Aiimiities payable 
from the land icveiiue of the country 
to the ainouni of the balance (80 per 
cent, ) not exceeding the net iuconio now 
received from the land, would be se- 
cured to the proprietors." This- change, 
he thinks, would he accoiriplished widioiil 
the Hlightest ilisturbance. Alitor the 
forfeiture of the land things would go 
on as (juictly and as peaceably as before 
it was effected. 

But Mr. Super does not inteiid that 
the state shrill go 'on [mying tlie land- 
owners their aiimiilies for ever. Not 
by any manner of means. lie, too, has 
his little Kulu;iiie (-f lliinwiiig thi; burden 
of conipciisat inn olV I Uu shuulders of tlie 
state. He, in thu lirat place, .ippropri- 
utes 20 per cent; of the rental Then 
hd cttlcuhitos that the' land will increase 
in v.ihle every year to the exlent of some 
dE2,0(X),(M)(> sterling. He expects to save 
some jC.'l.tXXJ.lMIO hy buying oil' the 
mortgages with money borrowed at a 
low rate uf interest. Then the fees paid 
into the public loud ofliuo will, at a low 
calculation, oniotiut to say £5,(XX),0(M) 
more. Ho seems to forget that he 
charged the land twenty per cent for 
cost of nianageineht when he act out. 
Thiu other live millions is evidently for 
work already jjaiil for. 'Phis does not 
api)ear to be altogether honest. Hut 
the receiver has the public good always 
in mijid, so tluit a little oxtortioQ more 
or less should not shock any one. He 
hojiOH hy the iiildilion of land values, by 
.the saving of iiit(;rcsl and by the foea 
paid by tlio.su doing laisinvxtL in the land 
oliice lo pay the whole o,\poin^p of the 
laud udminiMtnitioa, so that \he will 
liuvo liis twenty por cent lo the \^uod, 
to bo used in lightening the burdens of 
llic pRi>lile. This, hn calculales, will 
amount to oiie-folirtli of wliat is now 
the Imperial taxation. 'J'lila is part of

his plan of roltbing Peter to pay Paul, 
but it is not tHo Avholo of it. He pro- 
poses thul tbtV 'annuities paid to '.and 
propriet'ffs bo in form of three per cent 
slock. This is to be subject, lo an aii- 
iinal diminuitiou of threo-pence por cent 
of stock. The first year the dividend shall 
be £3 per cent of stock, the second year 
H'l lOs. 9d.; for the third year £2 19s. 
Od.; and so on,^ diminishing annually 
till the last three pence is paid, when it 
will close altogether." The saving made 
by taking these threo-pencos from the 
annuities will amount to i;.')50,(XX), 
which, of coursei goesrtjntpythe public 
treasury to lessen stlU'further the bur- 
den of taxation. 

F. J. Soper cnioulatos that in this 
way the whole amount of imperial taxa- 
tion would bo extinguished in thirty 
y(;ars, and then the surplus could be ap- 
plied in lightening the burden which 
the local ratepayers have to carry. In 
about half a century, he computes, both 
imperial and local tivxntion would be re- 
moved. That is to say, it would be 
paid, as it is paid now, but the land 
would bo reipiircd to bear the wlude 
Inii-deii. 

i'hcse compututions are made on the 
supposition that everything will go on 
smoothly and that the owners of land 
will (piietly submit in the lirat place to 
be llecced by the state, and in the sec- 
ond that those who make tlieir living oil' 
the land will be content to bear all the 
burdens of the state. It ilpes not ap- 
pear to us i.ttt all .probable that Mr. 
Sopor's scliomewoiild' work as well in 
piacticc as it does on paper. Iluiiian 
nature will, thirty, lifly, or a iiundr';d 
years from this, bo pretty much the 
same as it is now. The men who pay 
the ta.Jtes will have votes, itttid will be 
abletoinfluence.^the legishition of the 
country. This scheme of nuiking land 
owners and hind cultivators pay all the 
taxes would, no di>ul)l., appi'ar not 
I'xactly fair to the land owners and 
laud cultivators. They wouhl naiur 
ally conclude that there is othci- iiro- 
pertyin the country which ought to 
bear its share of taxes, and other people 
who enjoy the beiielits which (lovcrn- 
ment confers who should be leipiired to 
pay for those benefits. Politicians might 
n iae who would toll them they were ill- 
used and exhort them to seek redress by 
constitutional' i nwjuns. They would bo 
j list as greedily listened to as reformers 
are now. And w-lien the general elec- 
tion comes round men would be sent to 
r.irliaii'ent pledged to efl'ect a reform 
in the system of taYStiou so that the 
hurden would be distributed; more fair- 
ly. I^ng ,l)efqre ,, the fifty, , years had 
expired it would be found that the 
revenue from land had gi-eatly decreased, 
and the (iovernment wouhl lie obliged 
to return to old modes of taxation. We 
hardly think that Mr. .Soper will be 
allowed the opportiniity of putting his 
s( heme into operation. Hut if he - were 
o are rjuile sure that he and his fellow 
theorists would be greatly disa])|iointe(l. 
Men can never get clear of a burden by 
merely lifting it from one shoulder to 
the other. ,.

Tbe lu inciple of co,opemtipn is • being 
recognized by the nations of the world 
.Men of the different countries are find- 
ing out that there are some matters in 
which it ia beat they should act in con- 
cert- tlial rules and regulations instead 
of being national as heretofore should 
be international. The regulation of 
shipping ia one of these matters. The 
ocean is the great highway of nations. 
Ships of all nationalities traverse it. It 
is evident that the rules of the road, so 
lo speak, should be uniform, should be 
.such as all understand, and all are 
hound ]to act upon. A good set of in- 
ternational regulations, strictly en- 
forced, would have the effect of prevent- 
ing great loss both of life and of prop- 
erty. A uniformity of regulations re- 
garding the seaworthiness of vessels, the 
limit at which loading becomes tinsafi;, 
when it is criminal to refuse aid to ves- 
sels in distress and tu neglect saving life 
and proper.ty, and various other matters 
could not fail to result in much good to 
all the coiiiinercial nations of Iho world. 
The International .Maim; t,'(Mife 
eiice which opened in Washington 
on the IGth inst., has been con 
vened for the purijose of forming 
regulations or ordinances which will )<e 
applicable to the ships of all nations on 
every aea, and in every (piarter of the 
W(n'Id. It is attended hy the lepreaeii- 
l itivea of (Ireat I'ritain, the L'liited 
Stales, l''iaiice, l!i;rinany, Italy, Den- 
mark, Belgium, Norway, Russia, Aus- 
tria, Spain, Brazil, Chili, Venezuela, 
Uruguay, Ouateinala, Costa Rica, Nica- 
ragua, .Mexico, (^hiiia, .lupan and Ha- 
waii. Tlie Conferince is advisory, not 
legislative. lint it is pretty eert.iiii 
that any rcgnlalion wliii'h tin; majority 
of the ri;presentatives agree upon will 
be ailopted by the Legislatures aUd 
form part of the law'of tlie^{and.^ The 
I ^Jnferonce,wiU. lnp8t.' probably continue 
ill session until the 1st of January next, 
as its limitation expires at that lime.

10. Reporting, marking und remov- 
ing dangerous wrecks and obstructions 
lo navigation. 

11. Nidice of dangciH to navigation; 
notice of cliiingea in lights, buoys anil 
other <laj' and night marks. 

12. -A imiforiM system of Inioys and 
beacons. 

i;). The establishment of a permanent 
international maritime uonnnission.

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A VOICE FROM THE FAR NORTH. 

1'OTiiE EniTcn, — This district which 
WM broiiglit so proiiiineiitly l)efore the 
world Boino 15 months ago, has, since 
tho interest then uroused began to fliig, 
' icon gradually dropping out of notice, 
aid is now, I suppose, almost, if not 
tmtirely, forgotten. Considering the 
oircunistuncos under which it becunie so 
e.xteiisively known, it hiw occurred to 
inu that a brief review of its history 
since the return of the relief party 
might not be uninteresting to some of 
your readers. It is iiiMjecossary to rp- 
"vert to former times. For several 
j'eurs tlie mure incntirju of tho Skeena 
was suggestive of dark deeds.

Consoiousuesa, returned 
attended by vigor aiid-re^Iutioiii^, ,But 
during the time of st'upcifdpUoii' ii change 
had come over the sceue. Lawlessness 
was now confronted by what was col- 
led "law" — not n shadow, but a real 
thing ill the foi'iM of an Kiiglish gentle- 
man and two stiii'ily asHistaiitH. Law- 
lessness stood agliasl ! Wliat was this ? 
Quite a new feature. It was alive, too. 
IL moved and talkeil. l!ut this was not 
all. It seeinoil to liave a master's eye. 
This was too inuoli for Lawlessness. 
He cinilil staml a trilling addition to the 
Hoeiiery, so long as it did not prove a 
barrier to bis goings out and comings 
ill! but a master, never!

He trieil again, Inil, witli 
no la:tler result, it then occurred to 
liiin t liat there might be something in 
tUv. woi ld stronger than himself, t'oulil 
it l>e the law '/ He would have 
another tussle with thai unwelcome 
intruiler. Tins led to a series of strug- 
gles in evi'i'y (ine of which the whilom 
t'liicf was woiHled. Then he sang 
" truee," prDniising to submit and con- 
vert his sword into a polieeiiiaii's baton. 

And now a wave of ordiu' came gently 
rolling on, UiniUy and mercifully touch- 
ing the spol-i atlected liy the leprosy 
tlial bad .so long pi evailetl, ami receding 
only wlieii llie disorder was removed 
and the spots could be (ireiicnted to the 
Xniblicga7.c without fear of being called 
unclean. And this law which was so 
much feareil was found to be a benefac- 
tor — a healer of nien's minds and bod- 
ies. Moreover, it showed itself anxious 
to rai.se the |)eople to a higher platform 
than uiiy to which they had hitherto 
attainccl. Captain Fit/jtubbs has been 
during his time here indefatigable in his 
etforts to teach aiul instruct them, am' 
anyone having a regard for tiiith, wlu 
has carefully 'note 1 I lie elmnges t hat 
have l.ern eileeleil in the .Skeena d 
triet timing the past lifteen niontl 
must aeknowlcilge that he bus done 
much to raise the people morally, in 
tcllcctually and physicallv. Where the 
missionaries have failed he has suc- 
ceeded, 

At the present time Indians and 
wliilea are living together — not as form- 
erly, hating ahn.dreadiiig one another, 
but well dispo^ed!aijd ^auxjou^ that full 
confidence slioulil^l^j^^Vetween them. 
Captain Fitzstubbs if ifow'. about to pro- 
ceed, to Yiotoria. ^.He will carry with 
hini'the, respect, the gratitude and the 
uffebtiq'ii o( tlie conunuuity over which 
ho lina so ably presided. Tn say that 
Jie is regretted would be to express but 
half of what is felt. Were it not that 
we all hope to have the ])leasure of s 
wclconiing him liaek, the day of his 
])artiire would lie nuisL keenly legretteil. 
Apart fioni the pleasure of having him 
as a friend and neighbor, he eaiiin>t )>i' 
spared. 'I'he work he has done eani 
yet sliiiid alone. TIk; potter has shai)od 
the vessel, but the clay is still sofi 
plastic. If it is to be preserveil, it must 
B'ill be carefully guarded. Sov must ii 
oven pass into tse Inmds of a strange 
potter. A new hand might spoil its 
proportions. If the I'rovineial (lovern 
meiil are anxious to preserve the peace 
of the Skeena district, which has a 
population of over two thousand people, 
they will give ('ajjlaiii Fitzslubbs no 
rest until he has started for tho north

Notwitliatiiniling this, the travelers wdio 
present Canadian bills that are at par 
in Victoria at their ticket olhoe in 
Tacoma are insolently iniorined by their 
agent that tlii^y are "no good here," and 
if he lias 111 take them lie will 
discount them ten per cunt. On 
the through steamer to Victoria 
better treatment might be expected 
but such is not the case. At the 
purser'a ollice the other day, on the 
steamer N'ortli- Pacilio, (lovernment 
issue notes were at lirst refused and 
then disciiiiiiti'd live per cent. The 
purser gave as an excuse that thu com- 
pany would not take tlnun and it coal 
liim money, after arriving in Victoria 
to travel over town in an endeavor to 
gut them cxchangod into American 
money. Even at the dock in Victoria 
Bank of U. C. bills have been refuaed at 
the purser's otiicu for fare. Thia imposi- 
tion on the public ahonld yot exist. A 
company having an ollice in Victoria 
has ho right to insist on its employees 
lleeciiig Iravidei's who ]M'cseiit niouey 
which ihey can obtain 100 [ler cunt, fur 
at all times. It is hoped the O. Ii. & N. 
Co. will cbangi! their tactics in this 
respect. It will be simple justice to a 
large number of their important custoin- 
era. A dollar of Canadian money is 
juat us good to them as a dollar of 
Aniericaii issue, and should be received 
at its full value;

RevelstoKe is prngroas- 
ing favorably, the new anieltor being ul- 
iiir-st complete, and when finished will 
give new life to the mining country be- 
tween the Rockies and Cascades.. Kam- 
loops is growing ond.a number of build- 
ings have been erected there this sea- 
son that any city might well be proud 
of. Ashoroft has just closed one of the 
most successful fairs over hold in Brit- 
ish Columbia, and aliowa good aigns of 
substantial progieas.
